Buffalo, May 1— The gates of tbe 
Pan-American exposition were thrown 
open Wednesday tnoniing. Notwith- 
standing it had rained all niuht and 
tbe weather conditions were threat- 
ening, large crowds were gathered at 
each of the gates, and as the morning 
brightened the various routes to tiu- 
grounds were well patronized hy tliose 
who desired to be in at the opening. 

At 8:30 o'clock the turnstiles cliclvfd 
and the first of the millions of people 
Who will visit the beautiful rainb«)w* 
city during the six months of its exiBt- 
inee passed into the grounds to view 
and study products of American ln;:i ■ 
nulty and scientific research ami th 
resources of the two continents of the 
western hemisphere which will fill tbe 
aaffniflcent buildings, beautiful in 
architectural design, harmonious In 
coloring and interior decoration. 

No ceremonies marked tiie opening 
of the gates, it having been decided 
by the management to combine the 
opening day ceremonies with those of 
dedication day. May 20. The chantr" 
In the date, however, did not cause a 
moment's relaxation oi the strenuous 
efforts being put forth by every one 
connected with the exposition to have 
everythlag aa nearly ready |s possi- 
ble for today's op( nln^. The appear- 
ance of the liuildings and Rrounds lio!-e 
ampleevidenceiif these efforts. Stoinis 
and the inevitable delays Incident to 
any undertaking of this magnltud" 
made impossible the realisation of t*ie 
hope that tliis might lie tlx- first 'i 
the great expositions to l)e completed 
for its opening day. Hut so niu< h more 
already has been wrou:];ht than was 
deemed possible at the inception of 
the project that all are satisfied with 
the extent and beauty of the fair sr it 
appeared Wednesday, carried through 
from the beginning by the citizens of 
Ituffalo witljout state or federal aid. 

William Hamlin was pern^itted by 
•greemMt to purchase the llrst ticket, 
he having offered some time ago to 
pay $5,000 for the privilege. At noon 
the paid admissions aggregated about 
$1,000, the majority of visitors being 
•mployea or others entering on passes. 

At noon the government building 
was thrown open and the Smithsoni- 
an exhlljit, as well as those of the 
National Museum, the interior depart 
ment, the navy department, the treas- 
ury department, the postofllce depart- 
ment, the fish commission and the 
Philippines exhibit, were all practical- 
ly complete In detail, and the other 
departments not far behind. The na- 
val exhibit includes models of all the 
tyges of war ships now In the United 
Biates navy, among them the battle- 
ships Iowa and Texas, the cruiser 
Brooklyn, the ram Katahdin. tlu' mon- 
itor Miantonomah, the training ship 
Annapolis and the ill-fated Main< 

Much of interest was to be seen in 
the building devoted to maiiufacturea- 
and liberal arts. Bxblblta In the 
American building were also assuming 
shape. In the midway Bostock's ani 
mals, the Indian congress, the Ha- 
waiian village and other features were 
ready toi; business and already had 
many visitors. 

Att 2 o'clock a salute of Ifi aerial 
bombs was firi d. ami biiuuitaneously 
hundri'ils uf flags were raised OO tbe 
buildings and i^rounds.

' n THE LABOR WOILP. 

May Dhv AnioiiK t>><^ Telling Mmmm. 
All SerPM*- at I'll t^hiii g. 
rittsburg. May I. The first of May 
virtually opens the building season, 
and nearly all the scales of the build- 
ing trades go Into effect May 1. For- 
tunately for the contractors, already 
rushed with work, practically all these 
have been settled and tbe season open- 
ed without any labor trouble except 
the tylBg up Of one or two of the 
smaller firms which did not settle on 
the terms of the different contracting 
associations. Not In years has there 
been so peaceful an adjtistment of tiie 
tinihiing scales May 1 in Pittsburg, and 
this in face ot the tact that nnarly 
every trade secures an advance over 
year Just closed and an eight-hour day. 

Strike at Bufralo. 

Buffalo, May 1. — In this city bo 
tween 500 and 800 machinists, and 
probably ;iOO more in Erie county out- 
8id<' of Huffalo. stiiiek to sectire a 9- 
hour day without a decrease of pay. 
Many of tbe local shops at a confer- 
ence with the men agreed- to the de- 
mands of the union and will not be 
affected by the strike. It Is understood 
tliat tlie local iiiovemeiit is ttie fore- 
runner uf a strike that may extend all 
o'-er tbe United States. Canada and 
Mexico, May 20. when a general de- 
mand tor a 9-hour day will be made. 

Lake Strike Settled. 

Buffalo, May 1. — The strike of the 
marine engineers is practically settle d 
on a basis of mutual concessions. The 
Lehigh Valley and Union Steamboat 
companies have agreed to put on the 
extra men demanded On the larger 
boats but not on the smaNer boats. 
The Unfted States steel corporation is 
expected to come to an agreement 
with the men Thursday. It is expect- 
v?d boats will be ready to go into com- 
mission on the lakes In a tew days. 


Plasterers and Plumbers. 
Indianapolis, May 1.— All tbe union 
plasterers in this city went on strike 

for an Increase of 10 cents an hour, 
whic h. if granted, will make the union 
scale 50 cents. A large number, of 
plumbers also went out They are 
striking asalnst the apprentices, whom 
they dont want sent out on Jobs with 
them. Some of the union plumbers 
are working under a temporary ;ir 
rangement, and their strike is uut a 
general one. 



Plumbers Strike. 
Grand Rapids. May 1. — The union 
plumbers in all but nine or the 22 
shops in Grand Rapids went on strike 
to enforce the new wage scale. The 
employers refuse to treat with the 
union. The strike will seriously delay 
work on 50 new buildings here, as well 
as on a number of outside contracts. 
Ther«llre 60 worimen out. 

Hirher Wages Wanted. 
New York. May 1.— All the brick- 
layers and masons of Elizabeth. N. .1., 

to the number of 400. went on strike. 
At Yonkers 7,^0 bricklayers and plas- 
terers, stonemasons and hod carriers 
went out. In both instances the mea 
demand higher wages. 

No Play For May Day. 
Berlin, May 1.— The director ot the 
•government shipyard at Wllhelmsha 
fen has Issued a warning to all labor- 
ers employed at the yard against ab- 
senting theinsehcs from work and 
participating in May day processions. 
They are threatened with dismissal. 

May Day In France. 
Parts, May 1. — .May day Is passing 
nuietly. Work Is proceeding here as 
usual, and telegrams from the prov- 
inces show that the day has been 
without any unu«uAl incident. 

Strike at vvaterbury. 
Waterbury, Conn.. May 1, — At this 

place 200 carpenters and Joiners, about 
half the total number employed in Wa- 
terbury, went on strii<e to enfOToe de- 
mands recently presented. 

Carpenters Idle at Columbus. 

Colutiibus, O.. May 1. — Contractors 
having refused to grant on Increase 
from 30 to 40 cents per hour and an 
8-bour day. the union earpADtera are 
out on strike.

Washington, May 1.— Veneiu'ela will 
be given to understand that the United 

States has formally approved the 
course pursued by Minister Frank H. 
Loomis in his action on various mat- 
ters in dispute between tbe two gov- 
ernments. At the same time Venesu- 
ela will be told that the Utaited States 
relies upon her sense of Justice In the 
settlenieiit of tliese matters. Instruc- 
tions setting forth the attitude of the 
administration have been sent by the 
state department to Mr. Russell, 
charge d'affaires in Caracas. Mr. Rus- 
s<il will inine diately call niinii the 
Venezuelan minister for foreign allair.-; 
and apnris^e him of tlie fact that llie 
policy of the United States in the sev- 
eral <iueBtionB pending is the same as 
before tbe Withdrawal of Minister 
LoomlB from that countrv. 

DipUnnatIc representations are con 
Bidered anijile at this time, especially 
In view of the action of the Venezue- 
lan government in expressing regret 
to Mr. Russell tor the arrest of Ignacio 
H. Baia. consular acent in Barcelona. 
Hy Its expression of regret the Vene- 
zuelan po\ I riimeiit, in the opinion of 
the authorities, has shown a desire to 
removeall irritation from the relations 
existing between tbe two governments. 

The state department has received 
from the govertiinent of A'enezu' la a 
satisfactory explanation of the eir 
r-umstances under which Ignacio Hniz 
i:ame to be arrested and mulcted of a 
heavy fine. While no details are fn; 
nisbed. It li stated that the action < f 
the Venezuelan government in the 
matter Is all that could be (b sired, and 
that Baiz, who has recovered or will 
recover the money extorted from him, 
will not be further molested. 



Bin Floating Dock. 
Washington. May 1.— The big steel 

floating dock to he located at .Mgiers, 
La., near Now Orleans, being built bv 
the Meii.iu St' el company, Is practic 
ally computed, and .\dmiral IJndicott 
who designed It, has gone to Baltimore 
to inspect it. It Is tbe largest floating 
drydock in the world, and cost |810. 
ono. The problem arises as to how U 
shall be floated down the Atlantic 
coast and iiite the (!ulf of .\Ie\ico up 
to Algiers. Over 13.000.000 pounds of 
steel have been used In its construc- 
tion. 'As It is more than half sub 
merged the towing of such a vast and 
unwie'dy bulk Is a formidable under 
taking. The start will be made some 
time In December, a number of power- 
ful tugs belijg utilized. Slow progress 
will made on the long trip. Tbo 
dock is rcr. fe. t lonr. 100 feet wlc'e 
across the I nt ranee, with a depth of 2.H 
feet over the sill. It ha-^ a lilting ca 
paclty of 15,000 tons, and In emergen 
cy lU high d?cks will give It additional 
power up to 18.000 tons. The contract 
calls for plnclng the dock In position 
at Algiers, so that the towing of the 
structure through the Atlantic and the 
gulf will be made at the risk of the 
contractors.

at reasonable cost has been demonstrated, 
and tests extending over a number ol 
years on business streets prove that tar- 
red macadam makes not only a smooth 
and solid roadway, but one that can be 
kept in perfect repair at nominal ex- 
penae. 

"The first cost in this city, where lime- 
stone is abundant and near at hand, is 
from 70 to c<-nt8 per square yard ; and 
the engineer estimates the cost of re- 

pairing on heavy traflic streets at less 
than 1 cent per yard per year, while as- 
phalt costs over 3 cents. 

' The addition of tar renders the road- 
way impervious to water, frost proof in 
winter, and prevents mud and dust in 
summer. It is easily repaired and does 
not require scraping, thus avoiding much 
wearing of the surface. 

"One block of tar-macadam laid more 
than a year ago on a business street 
where there is heavy teaming shows no 
perceptible wear to-day. In residential 
streets these pavements have been in 
use eight years without any tepair and 
are still in good ciiiidition."

About xpidnigbt last night Mr. Wood 
waa aommoned to the bedaide of hie 
friend and neigh hor, Mr. Lutd Killgore, 
who is critically ill. Mrs. Wood accom- 
panied her bueband, and on the way he 
waa chatting pleaaantiy witli lier and 
made no complaint whatever of feeling 
nnwell. 

Arriving at Mr. Killgore'a home, Mr. 
Wood had been in the aick room only a 

few minutes when he was taken ill, and 
stepped out into the rear yard. Those 
in the room thonjcbt hia trouble of no 
aeriouB nature, and gave their attention 
to young Mr. Killgore, whq at the mo* 
mant waa in an extremely critical condi- 
tion.

Then 
the Kovernment ordered out the militia 
and t'.ir months thouaandx of men were 
engaged in the externiination of the pest. 

Some fear lias been felt lest the intro- 
duction of the Belgian bare sboii'd re- 
aolt in a similar danger to this country, 
anil the ( iovernment /oolouists are now 
making anxious observations. It is 
claimed that the Belgian hare is purely 
a doinet<tic animal, incapable of sustain- 
ing life without the aid of man. This 
queation will soon be decided, however, 
in Southern ralifurnia, where the indus- 
try of raisinK hares for their pelts was 
taken up two years ago and then aban- 
doned as unprcfitable.

train, and a failure to do so is actioimMe negli- 
ge nee. 

Second— The luet that the train by which Ihe 
OeceH.sed « ii.s kille<l was riiuiiinK at sui |j a higli 
rate of speeil llirongh the limits of a ( ity as to 
put it out of the power oi those in i lmr;;c to a 
large degree to control its movements and avoid 
the killing of ileceaKed after he was discovered 
on the track waa eviden<'e of negligence, wblcb 
it wa.s proper to sulunit to Ihe jury. 

Third— The mere fact that the deceased was a 
trefipaK.sor on tbe tracks of the company in a por- 
tion of the city where numbers ol persona were 
in the babitof g^ing upon th« tracks wltb tbe 
knowledge of tbe oonpanydoss not constitute 
snob contributory nagltgence u would author- 
ize tbe sabmission of theqoastion to tbe Jury.
